Dear fellow Boatanchorites: 


While the Friedrichshafen (Germany) hamfest was attended by rather less 
visitors and definitely less commercial vendors than in previous years, the 
fleamarket spaces were pretty much sold out and there was definitely more 
"BA-stuff" than in recent years. 


Allow me to take up some space to show that B'ancorism is alive and well in 
Europe, too, and to give you an idea of what was there and what the vendors 
asked for it (but did not necessarily get), converted into US$: 


- A Racal RA-17L receiver which looked as good as new (and works as good as 
new, I know it, because it was me who dragged it out only minutes after it 

was dragged in... I really do not need another big rx, but it just looked 

too good to resist ...) for 300 $; 

- Various Drake lines, mostly C, around 500=A3 for RX plus TX(and up to to 

750$ including PS and tuner), and an L4B for 1200$; 

- A Hallicrafters TU-2 antenna tuner (big, must be for lots of power and 
has two enormous non-vacuum C which take a lot of space) for 500 $; 

- A KWM-2 for 600$, 30S-1 for 1500$; two 30L-1 for about 700$ each, an 
R-390A (with meters and covers) for 700$, a 75A4 and matching TX (prices in 

any case beyond my budget, but both sold); 

- a few Swans (a 350 for 150$) and Heathkits from HW-7 to SB-300/400; 

- an FT-DX400 for 400$; 

- several stands with a variety of German WWII equipment in mostly poor 
condition, but it seems that owners start to realize that such radios have a 

value for collectors when rusty (and yes, Scott, I found the DAF11 tubes you 

were asking for, one new with its desintegrated box); 

- several tables of former Warsaw pact mil equipment (yes, Lloyd, I found 

the strange roll-up antenna for your Russian handy); 

- an "Angry 9" with all accessories (250 $, I was very tempted but shall 
keep looking for parts to complete the one I have, this time I found an LS-7 

and the mike), and a box of PRC6/6, at 12$ each (I got one, and two rx/tx 
units without cabinet for spares at 2$ each and a box of xtals); 

- quite a few "EKD" and other more recent German receivers and accessories, 
- anda lot of test equipment - 

- but, fortunately, _far_ less obsolete PCs and related junk parts than= 
usual ! 

- tubes, but they did not sell due to commonly very high prices for NIB and 

even for "used-questionable-not-in-box". 


Commercial vendors were mainly offering antennas, coax-plugs (lots of stands 
with those) and there were the usual software and inkjet-refill stands 
(plenty of the latter as well). 


All together the fleamarket alone was well worth the three days and the five 
hours (each way) drive from Geneva. Too bad they still do not have any 
tailgating - strange to understand, as they even have indoors parking and 
camping space in two of the exhibition halls - if I would not need to drag 
all the stuff to a table I could make some space in my shack ! In addition 


there were many ocasions to meet with fellow Boatanchorites from Europe and 
the USA, the team of the ARRL and those of other national associations' 
stands, a facinating slide presentation about the history of Collins Amateur 
Equipment by Jay H.Miller, KK5IM (the author of the books on the subject) 
and the (in spite of some rain on Friday) always beautiful landscape of Lake 
Constance. 


So much about this 25th "Ham Radio" in Friedrichshafen (which was about the 
53rd "Lake Constance meeting", of which I attended about 15 or more, 
starting in Konstanz in the 60's before the event moved and became an actual 
"trade fair" in 1975).

Hi. I am still fiddling with various homebrew rigs here and can use some 
help. One of the two current projects is what appears to be a 40M QRP 
CW-only transmitter. The final tube is a 6Y6. But the other tubes are more 
modern miniatures. Build quality is absolutely first class with meticulous 
hand-fitted sheet metal work, hand-wound chokes and coils--very classy. But 
why the 6Y6 for a final? Has anyone seen any circuits from 1975 or earlier 
using miniature tubes with a 6Y6 final? There is a date of 6-20-75 scratched 
into the side of the chassis apron so I went through some 70's ARRL and 
RADIO handbooks looking for a matching project. But I came up empty. Any 
help or ideas appreciated. 


Second project: Jack Iverson sold me a big homebrew transmitter/receiver 
THING and it is a wonder to behold. The final amp and a monitor receiver and 
frequency standard are built into two desk pedestals. The exciter, receiver 
and station controls are built onto a 54" desktop that sits on the 
pedestals. When you sit at the thing, with push buttons for the various 
power relays and gain controls for every receiver stage, you feel like you 
should be launching something from White Sands. 


William Donzelli delivered this boat to me and his comment was "it must've 
taken the guy a week just to drill the exciter sheet metal." This thing is 
awesome to behold. The RF and IF stages of the receiver have been 
solid-stated. But the RX audio and everything else is all-firebottle 
construction. The final amp uses 2 304TL tubes and I need some spares. So if 
anyone has any of these to let go, I'd appreciate hearing from you. The 
final coils are standard B&W HDVL types. The rig came with 40, 20, 10 and 6 
meter coils. But I'd like to find the 80 and 15 meter ones. 


So please contact me if you can help with any of the above. My adventures in 
home brew continue...

It's in fact so much of a boatanchor that the nameplate includes the weight, 
which is 100 lbs! It's said that it was designed so that the battleship in 
which it was installed could fire its guns and the receiver would not go off 
tune. 


Electrically it's a conventional single conversion superhet with 2 RF stages 
and a 500 KHz IF (similar to HRO style). There's a crystal filter and several 
fixed selectivity positions for phone, CW and RTTY. Mechanically it's something 
else - the coil boxes are on a huge turret which swings into position with a 
satisfying "clunk". The geartrain for this turret could take your finger off! 
The lighthouse dial is a helical arrangement with lights that illuminate the 
appropriate band window. Tuning is very smooth with lots of inertia. Underneath 
the power chassis is a massive cast affair which pulls out like a drawer. 


There's an Australian website run by Ray Robinson which describes it more fully 
and has pictures of the insides (unfortunately I don't have the URL but you 
could do a search). The B40 is fairly common down here and I am very partial to 
mine. It's a great performer and looks wonderful.

The B40 is a great receiver. I got mine about 20 years ago. I have 

the older model which uses loctal tubes or valves. Morris Odell 

gave the basic line up. The first RF stage is a high gain pentode 
about 9000 umhos or something like that. American loctal tubes will 
fit into the sockets and can be made to work. I think the construction 
date is about 1950s for the first models. 


I believe there is a B41 which covers the long wave bands. 
The maker Murphy was know for high quality receivers.
